More Cost Headaches—Rail, 
Truck Freight Charges Boosted 


The cost of virtually every item rail- or truck 
shipped to bottlers was pushed upwards last month 
when the Interstate Commerce Commission author 
zed increased rail, water, and truck freight rates 

The rail increase is 15 in place of the 6% to § 
territorial increases temporarily set last April. The 
truck freight boost constitutes a “service charge” on 
each shipment that weighs less than 5,000 pounds 
The “service charge” will be in addition to the regular 
charges for the shipment 

B. W. Dyer & Co., sugar brokers of N. Y. C 
pointed out that with the new rail freight charges, 
the maximum increase on sugar could be $.10 per hun
